Sommer describes how the calculation and the 
visualization of cultural agendas might increase 


“Where the design of the city is concerned,” 
notes architect/educator/practitioner Richard 
Sommer, “the architect now works for — or con- 
tends with — many competing publics.” Too 
often, Sommer continues, “seemingly irreconcil- 
able forces devoted to democratic representation 
and private property rights are determining the 
form of the American city through a negative, 
reactionary process.” 


In a special presentation on February 19 in the 
BSA Lecture Series at the Boston Public Library, 
Sommer explores ways design can play a far bet- 
ter role in the “contested urban space” context 
than it is able to play now. Drawing on his work 
related to turnpike air-rights development in 
Boston (see the image above) and other projects,

citizens’ understanding of how changes in the 
style, program and form of the city may better 
serve their interests while also satisfying their 
desires. 


Sommer is a partner in the design firm 
borfax/B.L.U. and is an associate professor of 
architecture and urban design at Harvard's 
Graduate School of Design.

Harbor islands’ photo exhibit 
ends this month 


Boston has a hidden treasure within view of its water- 
front. Ridiculed for years for its “muddy waters”, 
Boston Harbor has been cleaned and we are just 
beginning to discover the variety of educational and 
recreational opportunities offered by the 34 islands in 
our harbor. 


Congress established the Boston Harbor Islands 
National Park Area in 1996 as our newest national 
park. It is unique in that the islands are owned and 


administered by nearly a dozen federal, state, 
municipal and private agencies and organizations. 
This challenging reality prompted Congress to cre- 
ate a 14-member Boston Harbor Islands Partnership 
to draw up a management plan for island uses and 
to fund operations. The National Park Service over- 
sees operations and the non-profit Island Alliance 
raises and manages the funds. The Partnership is 
supported by a 28-member advisory council repre- 
senting the various interest groups. 


One of those advisory council members — archi- 
tect/ photographer Sherman “Pat” Morss, Jr. ALA — 
has been photographing the islands at every oppor- 
tunity. An exhibit of some of Morss’ 1,200 photo- 
graphs are on display in The Architects Building 
through February 21. 


Exterior architectural metals

State strengthens advocacy 
of green design 


In February 2002, the Massachusetts Executive Office 
of Environmental Affairs, the Office of Technical 
Assistance, and the Division of Capital Asset 
Management — with a grant from the Region 1 
Office of the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
— hosted a “sustainable design roundtable” that 
brought together state agency officials, architects, 
engineers, landscape architects, contractors and other 
public-sector and private-sector professionals. The par- 
ticipants represented those organizations responsible 
for funding, planning and managing public construc- 
tion projects and those who design and build such 
projects. The goal was to overcome the perception 
that incorporating sustainable design requirements 
and sensibilities in the design and construction 
process “is further complicating the process”. 


A report on the February roundtable was prepared last 
June and, in July, then-Governor Jane Swift issued 
“Executive Order No. 438/State Sustainability 
Program” in which it was ordered that “all state agen- 
cies shall work diligently and expeditiously to develop 
and implement policies and procedures to promote 
environmentally sustainable practices and, to that end, 
[the Governor ordered] the establishment of a State 
Sustainability Coordinating Council...” 


The Executive Order specifically identified goals such 
as reducing greenhouse gas emissions, removing mer- 
cury from “agency waste streams”, promoting the sit- 
ing/design/construction/management of state facilities 
in “an environmentally sound and resource-efficient 
manner’, and increasing the purchase and use of envi- 
ronmentally preferable products and services. 


The Executive Order also required state agencies to 
complete a written plan by July 2004 that includes 
steps such as developing baseline data on agency envi- 
ronmental impacts, examining existing operations/ 
procedures/requirements, setting priorities/objectives/ 
targets, demonstrating management support for sus- 
tainability efforts, establishing staff responsibilities/ 
training, instituting accountability mechanisms, devel- 
oping action plans and procedures, tracking and 
measuring progress, establishing mechanisms for feed- 
back and review, and planning for continual improve- 
ment.

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Rotch grants send students 
to 10 countries 


The Rotch Traveling Studio, the 2002 program inau- 
gurated by the Rotch Traveling Scholarship 
Committee and administered by the BSA, has made 
10 grants of up to $20,000 each to enable 10 different 
architecture school studios to take their students 
abroad this year. 


This new “traveling studio” program was designed to 
augment the education of students of architecture at 
the highest level of scholarship within a studio format. 
Proposals were invited from faculty members in all 
accredited schools of architecture in the U.S. for travel 
anywhere in the world during any part of the 2003 
academic calendar. The traveling studios are to be 
directed by the faculty and are intended to supple- 
ment a specific design studio at each school. 


Scores of applications/proposals were reviewed by the 
Rotch-appointed jurors — Tod Williams FAIA (Tod 
Williams Billie Tsien and Associates, New York City), 
Brigitte Shim (Shim-Sutcliffe Architects, Toronto), 
and BSA vice-president Brian Healy AIA (Brian Healy 
Architects, Boston).

BSA receives $135,000 grant to 
build smart growth coalition 


An anonymous foundation grant of $135,000 has 
been made to the BSA to capitalize on our three-year- 
old Civic Initiative for A Livable New England, which 
has been led by Rebecca Barnes FAIA, Gary Graham 
FAIA, Larissa Brown AICP, and BSA president David 
Dixon FAIA. 


The grant will enable the BSA to work closely with 
dozens of associations and other organizations in the 
region to develop the Massachusetts Smart Growth 
Collaborative, which will also work with other New 
England smart-growth organizations. 


The intent is to promote integrated and consistent 
policies in transportation, land use, housing and eco- 
nomic development across jurisdictions and geograph- 
ic scales among state agencies, municipalities and 
regions. Protecting and preserving environmental 
resources, open space and unique natural environ- 
ments, planning for affordable housing creation on a 
regional fair-share basis in keeping with the need for 
increased supply, reinforcing our tradition of concen- 
trated cities/towns/villages by directing development 
toward existing communities, promoting compact 
mixed-used models for new growth, expanding trans- 
portation choices and evaluating transit and highway 
projects with respect to their impacts on land-use pat- 
terns, promoting new forms of revenue-sharing and 
equal education opportunity across communities, and 
promoting sustainable and energy-efficient approaches 
to building and site planning are among the goals of 
this new initiative. 


Under the leadership of Larissa Brown AICP, a princi- 
pal of Community Design Partnership and the BSA 
project director of this grant-funded effort, the BSA 
will continue to work with groups such as the 
Environmental League of Massachusetts, the Citizens

An amended Municipal Harbor 
Plan is published 


In late November, the City of Boston published a 
booklet titled “Amendment to the City of Boston's 
South Boston Waterfront District Municipal Harbor 
Plan’, the product of an enormous amount of work 
performed by the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
and the Municipal Harbor Plan Advisory Committee 
chaired by Rod MacDonald and including neighbor- 
hood residents, elected officials, state agencies and 
authorities, and a variety of private-sector groups 


including the BSA represented by Todd Lee FAIA. 


The document focuses specifically on changes in the 
Plan necessary for the development of the new home 
of the Institute of Contemporary Art (ICA) designed 
by Diller + Scofidio. 


The Boston Redevelopment Authority team on this 
effort was lead by chief planner Rebecca Barnes FAIA.

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State adopts continuing-ed 
requirement for architects 


Continuing education is now a condition for renewal 
of an architect’s license in Massachusetts, according to 
Board of Registration of Architects chairman Douglas 
Engebretson FAIA. 


After three years of effort on the part of the Board of 
Registration, members of the public, and interested 
architects and attorneys, Engebretson notes that the 
updating of the rules and regulations is complete and 
that the continuing education requirement is one of 
the major changes. The new requirement focuses on a 
board range of continuing-education requirements 
and specifically notes that a required number of con- 
tinuing-education credits “shall be in courses, pro- 
grams or activities pertaining to technical and profes- 
sional subjects [that] the Board has determined are 
directly related to protection of the health, safety and 
welfare of the public.” The new law specifies, in this 
regard, subjects such as environmental or land-use 
analysis, life-safety standards, building design, site and 
soil analyses, building accessibility, structural systems, 
building codes, construction methods, and a good 
deal more. 


The ways in which architects can earn continuing- 
education credit under the law are quite similar to the 
national AIA continuing education system require- 
ments — for example, credits may be earned in work- 
shops, classes, seminars, conferences, teaching at an 
educational institution, publishing an article or paper 
in a professional journal, and completing a self-study 
or home-study program. 


Engebretson, a western Massachusetts architect who is 
a long-time advocate of the profession at state and 
national levels, also noted that the new regulations 
include the definition of “responsible control” and 
also stipulate that the title “Intern-Architect” may be 
used in specifically authorized instances to advertise 
design services. “There are specific sections addressing 
the various business organizational forms that firms 
might use for their practices,” Engebretson explains, 
“as well as grounds for disciplinary action.” He also 
said that in some cases the old regulations have been 


replaced by direct reference to NCARB standards. 


Engebretson also said that the Board of Registration 
continues to address the need for further changes in 
the registration requirements and specifically noted 
that the Board hopes to address “a way to involve pro- 
fessional ethics as an element of registration require- 
ments” and notes that the Board is working with BSA 
Ethics Forum leaders Victoria Beach AIA and Brad 
Walker AIA on this issue.

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Dialogue VI: 
Architecture and landscape 
architecture 


A friend who is a landscape designer recently spoke to 
me of a residential client who wanted to clear-cut his 

lot. “We can buy and plant anything we want to,” he 
stated. 


“How did he arrive at such arrogance,” she wondered 
aloud to me, “to think that he can dominate and then 
create nature, that he does not consider working with 
the natural world in collaboration?” Her words struck 
me as she painted a picture connecting the client's 
attitude to broader societal values of dominating 
nature, resulting in rampant environmental destruc- 
tion. In her eyes, these values were mirrored by this 
individual's blithe destruction of his micro-world. 


What is our relationship to the land and to landscape 
architecture as a profession? Are we satisfied with the 
way architecture and landscape architecture coexist? 
Many architects feel that they are constantly educating 
clients about the value of architectural design. My 
landscape-designer friend also speaks of educating her 
clients about the value of design, but with a vocabu- 
lary of texture, growth, color, mass and the constraints 
of climate, soil, and sun. In addition, she talks to her 
clients of our relationship and interdependence with 
the natural world. 


As we spoke about her client, our discussion expanded 
to include urban sprawl and suburban developments. 
We reflected on why housing “developments” are 
often sterile, using development patterns that do not 
evolve out of specific topography and landscape fea- 
tures, creating placeless geography. A sense of place 
and of belonging are often what people long for, and 
their absence can lead to nostalgia for an imagined 
past. How can we foster the development of commu- 
nities that incorporate respect for the land and nour- 
ish social needs? How can landscape design and archi- 
tecture be more seamlessly connected to offer solu- 
tions? My friend, who lives halftime on a farm in 
rural New Hampshire, also spoke of mourning the 
economy-driven, rapid and ugly development of her 
beloved farm and woodlands. Many professionals are 
working on issues of urban, suburban and rural devel- 
opment, but clearly there is more work to be done in 
encouraging collaboration with landscape designers, 
managing growth, and evolving societal values. 


Our query this month is: How do we see the rela- 
tionship between architecture and landscape 
architecture and what are the most important 
issues we face together?

TSA shapes practice/education 
connection in Hawaii 


Richard Green FAIA, chairman and president of The 
Stubbins Associates in Cambridge, for the past few years 
has been working with the School of Architecture at the 
University of Hawaii to establish an innovative 
practicum for the School's architectural doctorate pro- 
gram. Green describes that effort. 


The University's location in the middle of the Pacific 
Ocean results in a cross-cultural mix of students 
from virtually all of the Pacific Rim...however, 
Hawaii's location also results in a sense of isolation 
from the activities of major urban centers. Given 
that reality, Hawaii's dean, Raymond Yeh FAIA, 
sought my assistance three years ago in soliciting 
interest from U.S. architecture firms in participating 
in the practicum by accepting one student in the 
doctoral program into each architectural office for 
one or more semesters and by having one of the 
firm's senior principals travel to Hawaii to lecture 
and participate in the activities of the School of 
Architecture. 


Responses from the 24 firms I contacted (including 
KPE, Gensler, HOK et al.) were overwhelmingly pos- 
itive and gave clear indications that practitioners and 
the best firms in the country recognize our collective 
responsibility to forge stronger ties with academia 
and to honor our commitment to teaching and 
learning within our firms. 


My firm was pleased to welcome a practicum stu- 
dent from Bangkok to our Cambridge office during 
the Spring semester last year. This student had spent 
the previous semester in KPFs office in Manhattan 
and his individual research project, which focused on 
the design of new public space in Boston as a result 
of the Big Dig, paralleled our own efforts on other 
urban-design analyses of certain segments of Boston. 
In addition, this experience not only provided the 
student with an opportunity for him to learn about 
us and our way of doing things but also required our 
firm to be somewhat more rigorous in our internal 
educational efforts. 


I believe my firm benefited significantly from this 
student's time with us. We were introduced to an 
energetic, thought-provoking student and the well- 
designed practicum curriculum has served as a model 
for us in the continuing education of interns and 
young architects in our firm. In addition, my role as 
an adjunct professor in this practicum program has 
enabled me to visit the School of Architecture in 
Hawaii on several occasions and that in turn has 
provided a deeper connection for me and my firm to 
the educational process.

Are firm archives important? 


In a recent issue of Faith & Form, Betty Meyer reports 
on a conversation she had with Maurice Finegold 
FAIA of Finegold Alexander + Associates and archivist 
Nora Zarzizar of Payette Associates, during which 
these two professionals noted a dozen reasons that 
architecture firm archives are important: They provide 
a permanent history of the transactions and the deci- 
sions of the firm... They can be used as a referral 
resource to inform new members of the firm... They 
can be useful in educating building committees and 
the general public... They provide material for fund- 
raising and enhancing the firm's image in public rela- 
tions... They can introduce firm members to the 
excitement and fulfillment of research... They chroni- 
cle the contributions of individuals and refresh memo- 
ries... They furnish a record of retired, resigned, termi- 
nated or deceased individuals... They preserve newspa- 
per and magazine publicity, audio-visual materials, 
and transcriptions... They provide files of maps, blue- 
prints, brochures, design plans, photos, etc.... They 
make exhibits of various kinds possible, including 
those for television and websites... They furnish all 
you need for key anniversaries and celebrations...And, 
occasionally, “as one combs through the archive look- 
ing at architectural designs of the past, an exciting 
design for the future will suddenly appear in the mind 


of a user — almost as a revelation.”

It appears that some firms in the architectural com- 
munity are not aware that a study for a project can be 
extended to the design of that project. Evidently there 
are design firms under the impression that the old 
rules, under which a designer doing the study was not 
eligible to participate in the design, are still in effect. 


As I suspect most ChapterLetter readers know, the 
new law — which the BSA and AIA Massachusetts 
played a large role in establishing — allows the appli- 
cant who successfully completes the study to “contin- 
ue” into the design. I suspect the confusion is leading 
some qualified firms to forego applying for a study in 
order to wait for the design advertisement, perhaps 
not realizing that there will be no subsequent adver- 
tisement if the study is done well and the study 
designer carries on into the design phase. 


Close readers of advertisements of State work will 
notice that the statement describing the continuation 
process is included in our advertisements...but per- 
haps some firms never read that far once they see the 
word “study”.

2003 design awards programs 


This year the BSA administers a variety of design 
awards programs including a first-time-ever program 
focusing specifically on the design of higher-education 
facilities in New England and elsewhere.

A Harleston Parker Medal (sponsored by the City 
of Boston and the BSA, this is the annual effort 
to identify “the single most beautiful” building 
or other project built in the MDC area in the 
past 10 years; nominations are due by February

Bad habits hurt firms 


There are many bad habits that have hurt design firms 
but recently one has gained special attention. In the 
course of the BSA’s monthly Career Transition 
Network lunches for unemployed architects and oth- 
ers seeking career changes, a persistent criticism of 
local architecture firms is the failure to acknowledge 
in any way job applications, letters of inquiry, respons- 
es to job advertisements, and even follow-up acknowl- 
edgements of personal interviews. 


As one participant in these discussions noted, even a 
pre-printed postcard acknowledging receipt of a job 
application or thanking a job candidate for coming by 
for an interview would be far better than the failure to 
provide any acknowledgement at all. “This is a simple 
gesture that reflects the professionalism of the firm,” 
observed one young design professional, “and it is a 
mystery to me why any architecture firm would inten- 
tionally damage its own reputation by failing to take 
such simple steps.”
